The  ceremonies  will  start  at  2:15  p.m.  on  the 
Bayonne  Plaza  and  will  end  at  3:00  p.m.  The  official 


party  will  then  cross  the  Bridge  to  the  Port  Rich- 
mond Plaza  where  ceremonies  will  be  held  from  3 :30 
p.m.  to  4:15  p.m.
